How Bxertise Their Fran- 
chise. 

Cinetnnati, October 29.—Testimony was 
beard todey before Judge Buckwalter. in the 
mandamus proceedings to compe) tho judges 
of elections in precinct kL, 18th ward, to make 
a proper return of the election. Tle returns 
were brought in unsealed and uusigned, and 
hence they were void. 

J. H. Thompson, one of the judges, testified 
that he had been agreed upon to act on behalf 
cf{therepublicans. James Higvins and John 
Reagen were the democratic irdgos. 

In the mourning they divided the labor thus: 
Thompson was to receive the votes and depos- 
it them in the box; Higgiis wasto turn the 
crenk and Reagan was to check the 
names from the register book, 
Afier about fifty names had been 
received, outside parties interfered, took the 
book from Reagan and threw it under some 
rubbish. Reagen had ssid he couldn’t name 
fastenough. The book disappeared and was 
pot used again that dey. After the check 
book had been seized, the witness saw one 
man vote seven times under diifgrent names. 
The votes were received against his protest. 

He recognized the face as that of the same 
man, though he didn’t know the man. He 
went home at 6 o’clock, and refused to assist 
the counting. Afterwards he went to the poll- 
ing place and was refused admission. He 
next saw the ballot box yesterday morning. 
The hinges were broken eif and the box was 
ticd up with rope. 

Other witnesses testified that a copy of the 
registry book had been made, and were used 
by the challengers until they were driven 
awey end the book torn up. A citizen of 
Covington, Ky., testified that he saw two boya, 
whom he named and .whom-he kneq@ to be 
residents of Covington, vote at the precinct, 
Hie eays they were brought to the polls by a 
special policeman. Another witness testified 
that he saw those boys vote and saw‘them re- 
ceive money. It was a bill given to the larger 
one. They wentintomsalvon, got it changed 
silver, and d@imide dt it. ».He followed 

beys to the .. iver. Oa the 

he asked a gohiceman to arresi 
; Another wit- 
rees testified that he saw Moses Doyle, whom 
he knew weil and whom he had seen vote a 
short time before in another precinct, come to 
this precinct andoffer to vote. The witness 
protested and seized Doyle’s armas he held 
cut his tickets. One of the judges seized 
oy le’s wrist, and the arm was puiled toward 
end from the bailot box by those two men 
until apother judge toox gthe ticket from 
Dovle’s hand and put it in the box. 

The §uestion to be raised in this case, atte 
the testimony is ended, is whether the court 
een compel the judges to sign the return when 
they know it taintid with irregularity 
anid fraud. The offictal count 
has only reachcd thetwelfth ward. In one pre- 
cinet the judges returned a newspapr election 
return blenk, with their signatures attache’, 
but did not sign the tally sheet. About $x ,000 
bes been subscribed for the useof the com- 
tee of one hundred. The court declined to call 
a special grand jury on eccount of the short 
time it’would have to serve.

MR. THOMAN RETURNS TO WASH» 
INGTON, 


He Does Not Know Whether heWants to Rosgiga or 
Not-He is Highly Pleased With the Civil 
Service Feeling Throughout the Coun- 
try- General Washington News. 


WaskinGton, October 20.—Ciyil Service 


Commissioner Thoman returned today from a 
e¢ven weeks’ ofliciel trip through the western 
and Pacific coast states and territories. When 
questioned tonight by an Associated press re- 
porter as to whether or not he had tendered 
his resignation, or contemplated doing 80, 
Judge Thoman gaid: 

“I do not wish to say anything concerning 
the matter at this time. Suflice it that the 
president has long since been advised of my 
desire in the premises.”’ 

The judge declined to say anything as to 
the reorganization of the commission. He 
fev6 he has been throughout the northwest, 
end has seen that the belief in civil service 
reform is growing among the people. ‘The 
masses of the pedple, wherever he has 
been, believe the president has 
taken a noble stand for civil 
service reform, and they mean to support him. 
This spirit amounts to enthusiasm in many 
localities. A lew growls are heard from the 
politicians, but they are not heeded. His trip, 
the judge says, was inspiring and encourag- 
irg. 

The civil service commission has addressed 
a letter to the president, calling his attention 
to the attempt made by the Pennsylvania 
republican oommiittee, to collect political as- 
sesements in the departments, and suggesting 
the propriety of making an investigation of 
the matter, with a view of punishing all par- 
ties connected with it who can be reached by 
Jaw. They say that it is their belief that 
Chairman Cooper, who is responsible for the 
begging circuler, is notan employe of the goy- 
ernment, and, therefore, cannot be reached by 
law, and discussed the propriety of asking 
congress to extend the law so as to cover such 
cases,

The Testimony in the Boyd Trial. Takiog 
Piace in Nashville, 

Nasnvte, October 20,—The case of Boyd 
charged with the murder of Birdie Patterson, 
alias Lottie Ross, is on trial here. 

The woman was for years a resident of At- 
Janta, and was well known there. Among the 
witnesses in the case was W. J! Leak, of At- 
lanta, who testified in support of the theory 
that the death was a suicide. Ile said he had 
knewn the woman known as Birdie latte: son 
for years at Atlanta, ile became acquainted 
with her the year of the Hill Simmons affair, 
in Which she was conspicuous. She fre- 
quentiy declared her intention to commit 
suicide, but at other times was cheerful. He 
met beret ahouse in Atlanta about dusk 
one day in 1883, She quietly en- 
tered, and at first he did not recognize her. 
When the gas was lit he did, however, and 
asked her what she was doing in town. She 
replied in a sad voice that she was looking 
for Captain Nicholson, and inquired of witness 
if he knew the whereabouts of her lover. He 
replied that he did not, but, after two or three 
weeks’ search,she found his address. Then 
she wrote him a number of letters, several of 
which, upon request, witness mailed. One 
cay in March 188;;, witness had just enteted 
the house where-Birdie lived when the negro 
wailing girl rushedupto him and told him 
to go up statrato Birdie’s room. He did so, 
&nd@ upon entering saw her sitting in a chair 
in front ofthe fire with both hands grasping a 
pistol, pointed toward herself, which she was 
tryingto cock. He ran to her side and asked 
her what was the matter. She replied: “I’m 
going toend my misery.” Witness then took 
the — pistol and placed it in 
his pocket. She gave as a reason 
for her conduct that some one had told her 
ibat Captain Nicholson had married, and she 
would not live without him. On a subsequent 
oecasion witness happened upon her in her 
rovum, as she stood in front of her dressing 
glass with a pistol to her breast. He tried to 
take it from her, but she eluded him, and run- 
ning behind the bed, put the muzzle in her 
mouth and tried to cock the pistol. He 
wretched it trom her, and carried it away. 

Captain Nicholson testified in the case in 
supportof thetheory that the woman sui- 
cided. He readily recognized a photograph 
as that of the deceased, and spoke of the three 
names by which she was known, He said 
tha! he came to Nashville with her in May, 
1882, and lived with her until October, when 
he jeit ner andsaw her no more. Captain 
Nicholson was then a widower. The disposition 
of the woman he described as lively until 
she acquired the drinking habit when she be- 
came melancholy, and frequently since the 
fali of 1881 declared her intention te. commit 
suicide, Relerring to their life in Atlanta the 
capiain eaid that on one occasion after he 

ad spenta few days with her following a 
weetern trip, he told her that he intended to 
lenve her for good. She sent a negro to buy 
morphine which shetook and was sullering 
from the drug when he was recalied to her 
side. She made another attempt to destroy 
herself, but was prevented bv him. Again, 
curing the month of August, |Su1, she tried to 
drown herself, but he saved her. . The captain 
snid that she repeatedly declared that she 
would kill herself if heleft her. He wrote to 
he, ttelling her that they must separate. He 
wos in Nashville when sae died. 

The argument in the case has been conclud- 
ed, the last speaker closing at eight tonight.

Lord Salisbury has informed the porte that 
England will send an energetic remonstrance 
to Serviaend Greece, against their formida- 
bie armeients, and advise them to keep 
quiet, 

The council of Candia, the largest city in 
Crete, has voted in favor of union with Greece, 
but the populace refuse to revolt against the 
Turkish government before Greece declares 
wer. The Greeks are wild with enthusiasm. 
Thirty thousand men ofthe reserves have 
been enrolled the past five days, and thous- 
ands are arriving from all parts of Greece, in- 
cluding Peloponnesius and the islands in the 
Aegiansea. The people are clamoring for 
war. 

lrince Alexander has summoned the whole 
of the national militia of Bulgaria and eastern 
Reumelia for immediate service in the defense 
of the country. 

A telegram from St. Petersburg this evening 
ssys Russia has made preparations to land 
90,000 troops in Varna, a seaport towa in 
Bulgaria, in twenty-four hours, in case of 
need. 

The Greek government, replying to the 
latest remonstrance of the powers in regard to 
the war preparations of Greece, says the Bul- 
garo-Roumelian union would expose the 
great and non-Bulgarian population in Bul- 
garia to complete annihilation, and it is there- 
fore impossible tor Greece to remain impassive 
when her vital interests are threatened. 

The North German Gazette refers with sur- 
prize to the report that Lord Salisbury insists 
that the Bulgarian union be maintained. 

The Servian troops nearest the towa of 
Wedden, having assumed a menacing attitude, 
Prince Alexander made a formal protest in 
regard to the matter. King Milen was further 
urged by Austria not to begin hostilities, and 
the Servian troops were accordingly withdrawn 
a distance of ten miles. 

The bulgarian diplomatic agent in Constan- 
tinople bas notified the porte that Prince Al- 
exander submits entirely to the decision of 
the conference. Troops and war material 
continue to leave Philipopolis for the frontier. 
At a meeting of the volunteers squadron at 
Rustchuk, it was decided that they would 
inake any sacrifice to repel Servia. 

The gouernment of Roumelia has forbidden 
the exportation of horses from that country to 
Bulgaria.

THE KILLING OF THB’ORDINARY 
OF BARLY COUNTY. 


An Indictment for Murder Found Agsinst Mr. BR. W 
Devis- & Bond for Halfa Miltion—Phe Jase 
Put on Triel—The Jury Asturn a Ver- 
dict of Not Guilty—Otbher News. 


PLAKELY, Ga. October 20.—[Special.J—To the 
uttersurprise and astonishment of almost the en- 
tire county, the grand jury, during the session 
just adjourned, returned atrue bill against Mr. 
R. W. Davis, charging him with the murder of 
Judge J. B. Jonesin January last. 

THE CASE RECALLED. 

It will be remembered that a full account of the 
killing of Jones by Davis was furnished your 
readers atthetime of the occurrence and the 
case was then thoroughlyinvestigated bya coro- 
ner’s jury, afterwards at a committal trial before 
Justice H, C. Frazier and the evidence again sift- 
ed by the grand jury in April last, and in every 
instance nothing but a clear, unmistakable case 
of self defense was shown and a yerdict of justifia- 
ble homicide returned. It does not 
appear that any new evidence 
throwing any light upon the case was produced at 
this session of the court; that no material change 
wes made in’ that, had on previous trials, and 
the action of the grandin returning the indict 
ment for murder wasa matter of no little criti» 
cisem and comment. After the finding of the bill 
and before Mr. Davis’ arrest, his honor, Judge 
John T. Clarke, was requested to review the evi- 
dence taken before the coroner’s jury, waich he 
did, and thouga the the indictment was for mur- 
der, Mr. Davis was admitted to bailin thesum of 
two thousand dollars. It was but the work of a few 
minutes before a yoluntary bond was made %by 
Mr ‘Davis’ friends and tendered the sheriff. 
We Goubt whether such a bond Was ever made be- 
fore in the county. It represented the wealth, re- 
finementand intelligence of Early county, and 
was overwhelming evidence that the best citizens 
ofthe county wereinsympathy with Mr, Davis, 
and felt that he acted solely in self defense in 
siaying Jones, 

The bond was variously estimated to have been 
worth from four hundred to five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and had among its signers such men 
as follows: Colonel B, H. Robinson, Messrs. J. M. 
and R.. W. Wade, Dr. B R. Doster, Major T. F.

With a plant once established here, Atlanta 
could carry the immense trade in bottleware 
alone in the goutb, and which now goas to 
the north. Sogreat hes the demand become 
in this city that some of oar patent madi- 
clipe men announce that they will hava to 
remove their business to the noth unless 
relief comes nt home. As it now is, every 
Atlanta druggist, proprietary medicine es- 
tablishment, brewery, or other kind of busi- 
ness that uses botties must pay freight on 
them from the north, and repay it when they 
sre sent back for market. Av establishment 
which would reduce this freight one-half 
Would pay for itself within a year. 


MUSIC IN ATLANTA, 

A city without music wou'd scarcaly baa 
cliyat all. Itisnotto bedoubted that At- 
Janta contains as much masical talent and 
has as high an appreciation of ¢o0d music as 
most other towns of her size, but we haveno 
rallying point, no musical organization, such 
as other cities have. It is proposed to reme- 
dy this defect in our make-up at once, anda 
meeting with that object in view is to be held 
atthe chamber of commerce building at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, when steps will be 
taken to organize a Philharmonic society, 
and give it proper support and foundation. 

The enterprise is one that should commend 
itself to our citizens, whether they have mu- 
sic in their souls or not. There is no more 
peasant and profitable amusement than a su- 
perior musical society effords—a society that is 
financially strong enough to secure the ser- 
vices of acapab’e and skiilfal director, and

HUNTING DOWN A HUSBAND. 


Generally a mean husband has,the best of 
it. The wife submiis, or perhaps diesof a 
broken heart, : 

Scmetimes a spirited woman resents her 
wrongs, and goes to work energetically to get 
even. Nine times ont of ten she succeeds, 
Mrs. Caswell, of Brooklyn, is one of the high 
spirited sisters. In 1862 she way married to 
Daniel H. Caswell, They lived in California 
some four or five years, when her health 
mace it necessary for her to visit her parents 
in Brooklyn. Her husband wrote regularly 
to her for a year, forwarding twenty dollars 
amonth. Then he wrote, saying that he was 
on his way to Mexico, where he had secured 
a gocd job, and that he would return in the 
spring. Nothing more was heard from him 
until a year later, when he wrote from Evans- 
ville, Ind, stating that he had secured a 
divorce and was on his way back to Mexico, 

After receiving this paralyzing epistle Mrs. 
Caswell did not shed tears, go into a decline 
or die of a broken heart. She was too mad 
to conduct herself like the heroine of a novel. 
Sbe wanted her rights, spiced with a little 
revenge, and she did not rest until she suc- 
ceeded, 

Mrs. Caswell scoured the state of Indiana, 
but found no trace of her husband, and no 
record of a divorce. Shethen traversed the 
United States, Mexico and South America 
without finding the runaway. Accidentally 
in 1881 she found the name of her husband 
fn a Nashyille, Tenn., directory. S4e visited 
that city and saw Caswell for tlre first tims 
in fourteen years, and discovered that he had 
a new wife and six children. The first Mrs. 
Ceswell engeged a detective aud proceeded 
to Lunt for the record of the alleged bogus 
divorce. Finally it turned up in the courts 
of slonticello, lil. The plucky woman’s 
next step was to file a motion to set aside the 
Givorce. The hearing came off last weekand 
resulted inher favor. The injared wife now 
hee be game in her own hands. Saecan 
prosecute Caswell for b'gamy or let him go, 
She hee won quite avictory, but it cannot 
b1ir g happiness with it. 


JUDGE VINCENT’S CASE, 

Chief Justice Vincent, of New Mexico, who 
bes been summarily suspended and practi- 
cally removed from the bench, is a native of 
Iilinois, and it is said he owes his appoint- 
ment to Congressman Springer. If this is 
80, Mr. Springer bas much to answer for; for 
the error of the appointment rests in a!l j.as- 
tice, not upon the attorney general and the 
presicent, but upon the man or msn who 
misied them as to the character of the man 
proposed for the place. 

Vincent is, it seems, a young man about 
thirty years old. New Mexico is honey- 
combed with land frauds, and fraudulent 
tities appear at every hand, Before Vincsni 
was appointed chief jastice of the territory, 
he was an attorney of one of the numerous 
land rings, and atone time he was impris- 
oned by the then chief justice. When, there- 
fore, Mr. Garland guardedly says that Mr. 
Vircent “was notin the proper atmosphere 
to exercire judicial; functions with entire 
impertiality,’’ he undoubtedly had in mind 
bis conncclion with land litigation, and the 
pecple with whom and for whom he had 
formerly acted. While the appointment of 
the notorious Dorsey, of star route fame, as 
one of three commissioners in Colfax county 
toicraw grandand petit jurors, was the im- 
mediate ground of his suspension, yet it is 
plain the adminisération’has other grounds 
for thé ection, and that it bas fully deter- 
mined to get rid of Vincent. No matter how 
much he msy expostulate and complain, it 
is clear he is not the proper person to punish 
the land thieves of New Mexico, and 
Straighten out the titles of that much per- 
plexed and troubled territory. 

It is time that Mr. Soringer came forward

This is the sort of civil service reform the 
country wants, and it is the only civil ser- 
vice reform that will bring the government 
beck to honest and economical nfethods. 
Tke civil service reform that retains of!en- 
siye republican partisans in office, is sham 
reform. It is aspec’es of hypocrisy that the 
people are not likely to tolerate to any great 
extent.

PRISON RBFORM, 


The S¢geayd Day’s Session of the Uriminals 


Advocetes, 


Detroit, Mich., October 20.—The subject 
for discussion at the morning session of the 
national prison congress, was: ‘Disciplinary 
messures in prisons.” Before this topic was 
formally taken up Secretary Rounds read a 
letter from President Cleveland, regretting 
bis inability to be present; also letters frum 
W.L. Sargent, Great Britain, favoring re- 
formatory measures; from Governor [?sid, 
Floride, advising the abolishment of capital 
punishment; from Rev. Samuel W. Dyke, fa- 
voring the securing of accurate criminal ste- 
tistics, and from A. Walter Crofton, reciting 
some of the crime preventatives coming un- 
der his observation. The discussion of the 
weorning was presided over by M. J. Cassidy, 
werden of the eastern Pennsylvania peniten- 
tisry, who opened with apaper in which he 
favored theeubstitution of those knowing 
their business in the place of political and 
ignorant prison officials, R. W. McClaughry, 
of Chicego, read a paper on ‘Prison Punish- 


ishment.” He believed the best way to re-, 


form the prisoners was to reform the pri3ou 
Officials. Warden Nicholson, of the Datroit 
hcuse of correction, said he believed that 
sociely needed retorming more than the prison 
officials did. Colonel Thomas Barr, Unxited 
States army, described thesystem of army 
prisops end penaities. During the further 
discussion of the topic ‘‘solitary confinement’ 
was shown to be the most goneral penalty 
ot much was left tothe option of the offi- 
cials. 


During theafternoon session a chaplain’s 
meeting wes held, after which the county 
prisons were considered. At the evening ses- 
sion the secretary read a paper on prison dis- 
cipline, by Hon. Fred Hil’, son of the famous 
Recorder Hill, of Birmingham, and brother 
of Sir Roland H1ll, the originator of the cheap 
postage system ofGreat Britain. J.C, Taylor, 
secretary and agent of tbe Connecticut pris- 
oners’ sid association,read a paper on dis- 
charged prisoners. ‘More’ Education in Pris- 
ons” was the subject of an addrass by C. A. 
Caljip, Eimira, N. Y. Professor Charlton, T. 
1, Lewis, chairman ofthe executive com anit- 
teecfthe prison association of New York, 
described the English prison syste, and Sec 
retary William F. Round, of New York, closed 
the session by urging the importance of ‘tho 
organization of prison associations ia tho 


states.’

CHATTANOOGA, October 20.—The war between 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road, and Western and Atiantic railroad, is now 
reaching & climax.’

He had about completed his 
tour of inspection, and was on the print of 
going back toward the center of the grounds, 
when he observed two men standing near the 
newly-made graves. Mr. Kenny’s first im- 
pression when he observed the two men was 
that they were Mr. Ed Cason and Mr. John 
Smith, the other two night watenmen. No 
though of grave robbery entered his mind, 
and advancing toward the two men Mr. 


Kenny called out: 

“Is that you, Ed?” 

The two men made no response and Mr. 
Kenny continued to advance towards them, 
still thinking that they were his 

TWO ASSOCIATE GUARDS, 
When about seventy-five yards from the two 
men Mr. Kenny stopped and again called 
cut: 

“Is tbat you Ed?” 

Hardly had the inquiry passed his lips 
when one ef the two men was seen to stretch 
his right arm over his head with a swinging 
motion and in a second a large stone dropped 
at Mr. Kenny’s feet.
